George  McLaughlin 


It  is  supposed  that  George  McLaughlin’s  ancestors  emigrated 

from  Sootl&nd  to  Ireland. 

Georg®  McLaughlin  was  bora  in  Coleraine  Ireland  Dec.  25th, 

1755.  At  the  age  of  eleven  years  he  was  seduced  by  a  sea  captain 
to  go  to  sea  with  the  promise  of  being  taught  navigation,  -was 
brought  to  America  and  turned  off  destitute.  At  the  age  of  about 
21,  he  made  preparations  to  return  to  Ireland  but  was  prevented 
by  being  pressed  to  serve  in  the  "nglish  army.  He  served  through 
all  the  campaigns  in  the  British  Colonies  in  TTorth  nmerica  in 
what  is  termed  as  the  French  and  Indian  Aars. 

Ee  was  at  the  battle  of  Abraham  Plains,  Canada  and  ms  ound- 
ed  several  times  severely  by  being  bayoneted  so  that  his  bowels 
gushed  out  and  a  tomahawk  stuck  in  his  back  -thrown  by  an  Indian. 

He  carried  several  buckshot  in  his  logs  until  his'  death,  received 
at  the  battle  of  braham  Plains  under  General  ’  olfe.  He  ms  dis¬ 
charged  at  the  close  of  the  war  and  went  to  Georgetown  on  the  Ken¬ 
nebec. 

He  married  Lois  Sands  in  1703.  In  1776  ho  moved  to  Harlem 
or  what  is  now  (1825)  China  in  Kennebec  Co.,  Maine,  where  ho  died 
ut  the  residence  of  his  son  George  ‘icLaughlin  in  1815  aged  80  years.

Picturo  for  yourself  an  octogenarian  —  not  "the  lean  and 
slipper’d  pantaloon"  of  SHAKES PEAKE’S  description,  bordering  on 
Senility,  but  a  hale,  ruddy-cheeked,  fresh-faoed  old  pen-!  loman 
with  &  coniouB  supply  of  snowy  hair  and  whiskers*  Suoh  is  Mr, 

Oliver  Yi,  VcLauphlin,  of  ’  aplewcod,  Mass,,  a  tailor,  whoso  life 

has  been  replete  with  interesting  happenings  and  aoquaintanoeships* 

OLIVER  MCLAUGHLIN,  says  a  FasMrg+on  paper,  was  bcrn  when  tho 
ninteonth  century  was  yet  young,  in  the  little  hanlet  of  China,  o., 

whioh,  by  the  way,  he  pronounces  CMny,  as  do  all  th©  primitive  in¬ 

habitants, 

Oeoldinr  to  become  a  tailor,  he  learned  his  trade  in  Portland 
and  elsewhere,  working  by  oandlelirht,  eventually  going  to  Boston 

in  1341. 

Such  was  his  sartorial  excellence  that  there  soon  came  flocking 
to  the  establishment  which  he  had  set  up  on  Charles  Street  a  host  of 
the  representative  men  of  the  time  -  Danisl  ebster,  Charles  .  unner, 
Henry  Wilson,  Wendell  Phillips,  General  Charles  Devins,  Judge  Gray, 
of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  Dr.  P&rkman,  the  historian. 

Aside  from  those  already  mentioned,  he  made  clothes  for  OLE 
BULL,  LOUIS  KOSSUTH,  the  Hungarian,  when  he  was  here  in  1852,  and 
made  the  military  suit  for  ROBERT  LINCOLN  when  he  went  on  General 
MCCLF  LAN’S  staff,  and  many  prominent  men  now  living. 

At  that  time  frock  coats  and  dress  suits  were  worn,  the  latter 
boi^c  adorned  with  gilt  butters,  velvet  oollars,  and  flaps  on  the 
hips.  hen  worn  to  funerals  these  buttons  were  covered  with  little 
velvet  covers,  whioh  were  made  for  that  purpose.  Fancy  silk  and 
velvet  waistcoats  were  worn.  In  winter  "Spencer  Jackets"  to  the 
waist  were  worn  over  the  dress  coats,  then  came  circular  capos, 
lined  with  silk  and  faced  with  velvet?  then  ^glish  shawls,  then 
Raglans.  There  were  no  duties  on  cloths,  which  were  blues  and  browns 
at  that  time,  and  suits  cculd  be  made  from  *30  to  $45,

It  is  easy  to  imagine  tho  illustrious  DANIEL  standing  on 
the  tailor1 8  blook  while  in  tho  act  of  being  fi+ted,  practicing 
his  latest  burst  of  oratorical  energy  upon  his  despairing  tailor. 

And  entre  nous*  bo  it  said  WEBSTER  was  noct  fastidious  as  regards 
his  wardrobe.  Ho  had  a  special  propensity  for  a  shade  which  come 
to  be  known  as  "'  ebster  brown**.  Also*  a  mighty  proorastinator  as  to 
payment  was  DANIEL.  Kr.  MCLAUGHLIN  areerted  that  the  statesman 
never  ©are  him  payment  for  anything  lie  mi  do  for  him,  but  that  serai - 
oooasionally,  WEBSTER'S  friend,  APnOT  LAWRENCE,  then  rinister  to 
Upland,  would  make  a  disbursement  in  hie  behalf. 

Here  is  an  anecdote  of  WEBSTTT.,  typical  of  the  man,  which  the 
aged  tailor  chroniclod  many  punctuating  chuckles;  shortly 

after  the  Paine  law  of  prohibition  went  into  effect,  the  statesman, 
together  with  ex-Tr  cident  FRA  TO  IE  PIERCE,  went  to  Portland  to 
attend  a  conference.  Installed  in  their  apartment  in  tho  hotel, 
their  mutual  f:  ncy  lightly  turned  to  thoughts  of  brandy.  Each 
drank  a  finger  from  the  bottle  brought  up  tc  them  safoly  stowed 
within  a  pillow.  The  porter  still  remained  in  the  room,  and 

BSTrK  impatiently  ordered  the  man  to  leave  them.  "I  an  waiting 
for  tho  bottle,"  he  replied,  with  a  show  of  trepidation.  WEBSTER’S 
rejoinder  wasj  "Van,  don’t  concern  yourself  over  tie  contonts  of 
that  bottle,  Vr.  PIERCE  and  I  will  put  it  where  no  mortal  eye  shall 
ever  again  look  upon  it." 

He  is  the  proud  possessor  of  a  silver  medal,  which  bears  on 
its  surface;  "Presented  by  the  I’aes&chuse^ts  Charitable  I'eohanios’ 
Association  to  OLIVER  YY.  ECLAT7GKI.IE  for  a  superior  dress  coat." 

When  he  was  awarded  the  medal  it  me  accompanied  by  a  diploma. 

There  wero  no  gold  medals  then. 

This  medal,  the  only  one  bestowed,  was  awarded  him  in  1847 
at  an  exhibition  in  Faneuil  Kali.  This  aged  man,  whose  life  has 
been  so  eventful  and  useful,  is  wonderfully  well  preserved  and  goes 
daily  to  his  place  of  buslnosr  in  'osion.  He  is  delighted  to  re- 
oeivo  people,  and  revels  in  recounting  old-timo  reminisconces  and 
anecdotes.

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A  Hero  of  Abraham* b  Plains

At  the  head  of  the  beautiful  body  of  water  now  known  as 
China  Lake,  near  China  village,  in  a  narked  grave,  lies  buried 
the  body  of  George  FoLeughlin,  one  of  the  first  settlers  of  Jones 
Plantation,  the  present  town  of  China,  and  a  boro  of  the  Fronoh 
and  Indian  'ar,  known  in  Furqpo  as  the  Seven  Years  ar,  extending 
from  1755  to  1763,  a  veteran  of  the  renowned  Gen#  Joseph  olfe, 
who  but  a  few  short  hours  beforo  hie  death,  as  he  silently  rowed 
dorm  the  St#  Lawrence  Fiver  "amid  the  rippling  of  tho  waters  and 
the  dashing  of  the  oars,"  after  repeating  to  his  soldiers  this 
beautiful  stanea  of  Gray's  Slegy  in  a  Country  Churchyard? 

"The  boast,  of  heraldry,  the  ponm  of  power. 

And  all  that  bonuty,  all  that  wealth  e'or  Gave, 

Await  alike  tho  inevitable  hours 

The  paths  of  glory  lead  but  to  the  /more." 

remarked  as  he  closed;  "j  had  rather  be  tho  author  of  that  poem 
than  take  Quebec#" 

George  ’  cLaughlin ,  tho  subject  of  this  sketch,  acted  well  and 
honorably  his  pert  at  e  supremo  moment,  a  critical  period  in  the 
history  of  Perth  /mariea,  The  battle  of  Abraham's  Plains  and  the 
capitulation  of  nebec,  which  was  signed  Sept#  18,  five  days  after 
the  battle,  war  a  tvrnirr  point  in  American  history# 

Of  the  parentage  of  George  '  oLaughlin  but  little  is  positively 
known#  He  was  bor^  of  Scotch  ancestors  in  Colerain,  Ireland,  Dec#  25, 
1735#  At  the  age  of  eleven  years  he  was  induced  by  a  sea  captain  to 
go  to  sea,  with  the  promise  of  being  taught  navigation,  and  was 
brought  to  America  and  turned  off  destitute# 

In  the  year  1756,  when  about  21  yoars  of  age,  while  making  pre¬ 
parations  to  return  to  his  native  Ireland,  he  was  pressed  to  servo  in 
the  'nglish  army#  He  served  from  175j  to  1760,  through  all  tho  cam¬ 
paigns  in  the  British  Colonies  in  'vorth  jnorioa,  in  what  is  +errned  in 
America  as  the  Frer.oh  and  Indian  V  ar,  in  Europe  as  the  Seven  fears 
War# 

Ho  sailed  in  the  fleet  of  Admiral  Saunders  from  Louisburg,  Cape 
Breton  Island,  and  arrived  at  the  Island  of  Orleans,  four  miles  below 
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ucboo,  in  the  month  of  June,  1769,  and  took  part  in  all  the  stir¬ 
ring  events  prior  to  the  surrender  of  Quebec. 

V.oLaugFlin  was  one  of  t).o  5000  brer©  and  daunt  lees  English 
soldiers  under  the  command  of  olfe  irho  during  the  night  climbed  the 
precipitous  heights  baok  of  Quebeo  and  at  daybreak  in  the  morning  of 
Sept*  13,  1769,  formed  in  line  of  battle  on  Abraham’s  Plains  and  took 
part  in  this  battle,  small  in  numbers,  but  in  results  the  most  de¬ 
als  Wo  in  American  history* 

In  the  heat  of  this  engagement  both  olfe,  the  tiglish,  and 
the  ’  arquis  de  Montoalm,  the  ' renoh  Co  blander,  were  mortally  wound od. 

Gen*  volfe  died  on  the  field,  having  been  hit  throe  times,  the 
last  ball  piercing  his  breast* 

Gen*  Vontoalm  ms  first  struck  by  a  musket  ball  and  by  a  ball 
from  the  only  cannon  that  the  British  had  brought  to  the  field*  He 
wus  carried,  mortally  wounded  into  Quebec,  and  at  6  o'olook  the  next 
morning  he  died*  They  both  met  death  as  only  heroes  can*  olfe 
exclaimed  when  he  heard  that  his  soldiers  had  gained  the  hard  fought 
battle;  'Now  God  be  praised,  I  die  in  peace*"  Kontcalm,  when  told 
that  ho  mu3t  soon  breathe  hie  last,  said;  "So  muoh  the  better*  I 
shall  not  live  to  see  the  surrender  of  Quebec." 

In  this  battle  on  brah&m's  Plains  George  McLaughlin  me  severely 
wounded  several  times,  and  as  mementoes  of  this  fight  he  carried  in 
his  body  to  the  day  of  his  death  the  scars  of  three  wounds,  the  least 
being  a  oharge  of  seven  buckshot  in  his  legs.  ’his  battle  began  with 
an  hour's  cannonade,  Gen.  '  onto aim  attempted  to  turn  the  nglish  flank 
by  1500  Canadians  and  Indians,  who  had  been  secreted  in  the  cornfields 
and  bushes.  "ho  "nglish  seemed  to  pay  but  little  attention  to  this 
assault  by  the  savages  on  their  flank,  but  reserved  their  fire  for 
the  bigger  game,  the  French  regulars,  hurried  from  their  trenches  to 
meet  them,  olfe's  veterans  held  their  fire  until  the  French  were 
close  at  hand,  then  ooured  upon  them  rapid,  steady  volleys.  7he 
Frenoh  soon  wavered,  then  olfe,  placing  himself  at  the  head  of  his 
men,  ordered  a  bayonet  charge.  Probably  at  this  moment,  during  the 
hglish  charge  and  the  hand-to-hand  encounter  which  followed,  George 
McLaughlin  had  a  toTnahawk  stuck  between  his  shoulders  by  a  stealthy 
savage  in  his  roar,  and  reoeived  from  &  French  regular  in  his  front 
a  bayonet  wound  in  his  abdomen  so  severe  that  his  bowels  gushed  out. 

In  this  pitiful  condition,  being,  like  his  commander,  thrice 
wounded  he  was  compelled  to  retire  to  the  rear,  but  not  borne  on  a 
stretcher  by  his  comrades,  nor  carried  in  an  ambulance.  At  this 
critical  moment  not  a  man  could  be  spared  from  the  ranks,  for  J he 
fate  of  a  kingdom  was  at  stake. 
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o  hare  oredible  information  that  in  this  horrible  condition, 
with  the  blood  streaming  from  hio  ghastly  wounds,  '  olaughlin  w&b 
compelled  to  walk  to  tho  temporary  hospital  or  to  hie  quarters, 
three  miles  in  the  r  *ir,  with  the  tomahawk  still  sticking  between 
his  shoulders,  its  handle  rising  above  his  head,  and  with  his  ovm 
hands  pressing  in  his  entrails,  ’'ran  at  tho  prosent,  day,  with  ull 
the  wonderful  discoveries  and  inventions  of  modern  antiseptic  sur¬ 
gery,  any  surgeon  would  hare  pronounced  the  prognosis  of  this  oase 
as  most  grave;  but  notwithstanding,  ho  recovered  and  lived  to  a 
good  old  ape. 

The  late  «Irs,  Abrn  L,  Burrill  of  China  remembers  Boeing  when 
a  child  the  sour  of  this  tomahawk  wound  in  the  ag«d  veteran’s 

shoulders. 

At  the  close  of  the  war  he  vjp.?-  discharged  and  went  to  George¬ 
town,  at  the  mouth  of  tho  Kennebec  River. 

Georgetown,  incorporated  in  171G,  embraced  at  that  time  several 
islands  at  the  mouth  of  tho  Koonebeo  and  the  present  towns  of  Phipps- 
burg,  Rath,  oolwich,  and  rrowsio,  hile  located  there  he  married 
in  1763,  Lois  Sands, 

In  the  year  177G,  the  year  of  the  signing  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence,  George  McLaughlin  settled  in  the  northern  part  of  Jones 
Plantation,  the  present  town  of  China,  on  the  farm  now  owned  and 
occupied  by  illiam  H.  Jones,  arid  his  log  cabin  was  just  south  of 
tho  little  brook  whioh  emr-tles  into  the  lake  near  the  residence  of 
John  N.  Hall. 

At  the  time  of  his  removal  here  his  family  consisted,  besides 
his  wife,  of  live  sons  and  one  daughter,  the  oldest  eon  being  about 
eleven  years  old  and  named  George  after  his  father,  and  often  called 
in  the  early  history  of  Jones  Plantation  George  7 'cLaughlin,  fnd. 

The  youngest  son  being  Jacob,  who  was  bom  Juno  17,  1776,  tho  day  of 
the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  and  the  father  of  our  aged  and  respootod 
townsman.  Constant  A*  HoLaughl in,  now  in  his  P4th  year.  Four  chil¬ 
dren,  throe  sons  and  a  daughter,  were  bom  after  his  removal  to  tho 
Plantation,  Joseph,  horn  in  November  1778,  was  the  second  white 
person  known  to  have  been  drowned  in  Vrelve  Mile  Pond,  the  present 
China  Lake,  Lato  in  November,  1794,  when  16  years  of  age,  he  was 
sent  by  his  mother  for  supplies  for  tho  family  to  e.  little  store 
at  tho  "outlet, '*  now  last  Vassalboro,  the  distance  being  six  miles. 

On  his  return,  wh ila  attempting  to  cross  on  the  thin  ico  near  the 
"Harrow*"  he  broke  through  a nr  was  drowned. 

The  trials,  sufferings  and  privations  of  these  early  settlors 
were  terrible.  I  have  In  my  possession  a  letter  written  more  than 
50  years  ago  by  Laban  prat' ,  a  son  of  one  of  tho  early  settlers  of 
Jones  Plantation.  This  letter  contains  rrnch  information  regarding 

thoir  mode  of  living. 
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Their  houses  were  rudo  oabins  built  of  lops,  without  boards 
or  shingles  and  with  oiled  paper  for  glass.  The  greater  part  of 
their  household  f'umiture  and  dishes,  oven  t.hoir  cups  end  saucers, 
were  wooden,  rough  a?id  homemade. 

During  a  few  years  after  their  arrival  moose  meat  and  Indian 
corn  wore  thoir  principal  diet.  After  they  had  with  great  difficulty 
succoeded  in  raising  a  little  com  or  rye,  they  were  more  than  25 
miles  from  the  nearest  grist-mill .  Dr.  Gardiner's  famous  grist 
mill  at  Cobbosce,  now  Gardiner,  built  in  1761.  These  first  settlers 
usually  pounded  their  com  and  other  grain  in  a  mortar,  and  then 
sifted  out  the  finest  for  bread,  and  thtt  remainder  they  boilod  for 
"Samp'.  1  resli  fish  were  abundant  in  the  waters  of  the  Lake,  but 
during  the  i  evolutionary  !7ar  the  early  immigrants  suffered  greatly 
from  a  scarcity  of  salt.  In  fact,  salt  could  not  be  obtained  at  all 
unless  they  went  to  the  seashore  and  by  boiling,  evaporated  the  sea 
water  down  to  salt.  For  at.  +he  oormeno ament  of  the  war,  in  1775, 
and  ever  afterwards  during  the  war,  Ihe  mouth  of  the  Kennebec  river, 
as  well  as  all  the  ports  of  the  colonies,  were  blockaded  by  British 
war  vessels,  and  salt,  as  moll  as  other  imported  goods,  could  not  be 
obtained  at  any  of  th©  ports  on  the  Kennebec.  Being  thus  unable  to 
obtain  provisions  from  a  distance,  the  settlers  were  sometimes  on  the 
verge  of  starvation.  Before  the  introduction  of  shoop  untanned 
moose  skin  was  their  principal  clothing. 

The  moose  was  a  very  necessary  animal  to  Ihe  sGt^lers,  for  his 
flesh  furnished  them  with  food  and  his  skin  provided  them  clothing. 

In  order  to  secure  the  moose,  Laban  Spratt  says,  "The  first  settlers 
would  go  out  on  -the  pond  at  night,  on  a  log  oanoo  and  shoot  the  moose 
as  they  otuae  down  to  +he  water  Jo  drink,  the  some  being,  a  common 
custom  of  the  moose.  One  night  sene  of  the  set1 lers  by  mistake  kill¬ 
ed  the  only  con  of  George  McLaughlin,  his  large  family  of  small 
children  boing  at  that  time  destitute  of  all  kinds  of  provisions." 

s  far  as  we  are  able  to  ascertain,  McLaughlin  lived  in  the  log 
cabin  ho  first  built  upon  his  arrival  here  in  1776,  until  the  in¬ 
firmities  of  age  coning  on,  he  and  his  wife  were  removed  from  their 
cabin  to  the  large  and  con  odious  dwelling  of  Ills  son  George,  now 
the  beautiful  residence  of  Capt.  James  *7.  Brown,  where  he  died  in 
1815,  aged  80  years. 

His  wife,  Lois  Sands  McLaughlin,  live-4  sixteen  years  after  the 
death  of  her  husband.  rhe  died  Oct.  3,  1831,  aged  88  years. 

Four  of  the  tons,  George,  Charles,  Jacob,  and  Abraham,  settled 
in  China.  George,  Charles,  and  Jacob  settled  on  the  west  side  of 
the  lake  near  China  Village.  bralian  settled  in  the  south  part  of 
the  torn,  near  hecks  Mills. 
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Descendant s  of  George  lioLauchlin  aro  non  l’vinr  in  nine 
states  and  one  territory  of  tho  United  Statoc,  viz;  Ifelne,  New 
Hampshire,  assaohusotts,  Conneotiout,  Pennsylvania,  Kansas, 
Louisiana,  Texas,  California,  and  Arizona.
